A most luminous star on the horizon of 
Indian music, Pandit Omkamath Thakur, 
acquired his corporeal form on 24th June, 1897 
at the Jahaj Gram in Bhadarana Tahsll (present 
District Cambay) of former Baroda State. 
Despite a poverty-striken childhood, caused by 
family strifes, his life is a legend of miraculous 
acts and events exhibiting physical strength, 
valour, brilliance, self-confidence, self-respect, 
sense of discipline and duty, devotion towards 
parents, achievements in yoga-sadhana and his 
sSdhana and siddhi in music. Since it is not 
possible to describe his multifarious talents, a 
brief account of only his accomplishment in 
music can be given here. 

Panditji started his training in music under 
the great saint musician Late Pandit Vishnu 
Digambar Paluskar at the age of 13 years and 
completed it within a short period of 6 years. 
Although he had imbibed almost all the 
characteristics of his Guru's style, he, later 
enriched his style by incorporating 
characteristics from the styles of other 
musicians. In his music there was a perfect 
blending of the three basic components of music 
- 'sarva', 'laya', and 'pada'. 

He was primarily a khyal-singer but could 
perform Dhrupad and Thumri also with equal 
skill and proficiency. However the erotic nature 
of Thumri did not agree with his 
'sattvikaprakrti' and therefore he did not like to 
perform it. 


According to Sanskrit grammer the word 
'Raga' means 'that which colours'. In Indian 
music melodics with particular characteristics 
are called Ragas because they colour the mind of 
the listener with their own colour just as a piece 
of cloth is coloured when dipped in a particular 
dye. Panditji was adept in being able to colour 
the minds of his audience with the emotional 
colour of Ragas like Todi, Jogi Nilambari, 
Gauri, Bhairavi, Bagcshri, Malkaunsa etc. In a 
way this unique characteristic of Indian music 
reached at climax in him. 

Pandit Omkamath Thakur established a 
standard of correctness and purity of Ragas in 
Hindustani music. Just as minute change in a 
line may completely alter the figure or 
expression in a drawing, similarly, slight 
variations in the rendering of musical notes or 
changes in register, rhythm or intonation- 
'kaku’-can alter the character of a Raga in 
Hindustani music. He had a very clear 
conception of this and had demonstrated it with 
perfect clarity. It is no exaggeration to say that he 
had a vision of the 'Svara- dcha' (tonal body) and 
'Bhava-deha' (emotional body) of Hindustani 
Ragas. He could thus express through the Ragas 
various emotions like pathos, anger, delight 
etc., manliness and womanliness, changes in 
the nature of man and woman arising out of the 
difference in age and temperament and the states 
of union and seperation, the various stages in the 
human li fc like infancy, adolescence, youth etc.. 
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the subtle and fine shades of emotions which 
succeed one another in the rendering of a 
particular Raga. All this he conveyed through 
the tonal medium without resorting to any help 
of words. 

Abhinavagupta, the commentator of the 
'Natyasastra', while giving the laksana of Svara 
states —

that svara’ is that which releases the mind 
from its ’nirvikara’ state, melts it and due to its 
melodiousness imposes itself on the mind so 
intensely that die mind is completely absorbed in 
svara. Panditji had known die secret of this 
laksana. The svaras used by him conveyed 
something which had to be experienced and 
which defied expression through words. 

'Alapa’, ’Alapana’ and ’ Alapti’ arc the core 
of Indian music and they express the total 
personality of a Raga. The primary meaning of 
all these words is ’to say’. In Indian music, 
particularly in Hindustani music, through 
Alapa, something is ’said’ or ’expressed’ which 
is nothing but emotion^ Panditji, though 
elaborate Alapa of a Raga! used to carry the 
minds of his listeners to a level which is 
described, in Indian Philosophy and 
Rasasastra, as ’Tadrupata, (formal 
correspondence) and Tanmayatl? (complete 
identification). 

Verbal expression is of two kinds; 1. that 
which is done through words and 2. that which 
is done only through svarasJSuch musicians arc 
rare who can express emotions through svaras 
without employing words. Panditji had full 
command over the latter and he could express 


whatever and whenever he desired. A ’dhlra’ 
and gambhlra’ prince of twenty-five through 
Raga Darbari, a ’mugdha nayika’ of sixteen 
through Asavari, an ’uddhata’ man through 
Hindola a ’khandita nayika’ through Sohani, 
a woman in seperation waiting and preparing for 
union through Bageshri, a ’kamatur’ woman 
with all her airs and graces through Khamaj, an 
infant moving on all fours, stepping forward 
and stopping, falling and getting up and sulking 
through Durga, a tried labourer returning home 
with slow pace at sun-set through Purvi, 
intolerable and intense reeling of seperation 
through Todi, disappointment arising out of 
long seperation through Jogi, loss of all hopes of 
union and the consequent feeling of ’nirveda’ 
through Gauri ( 'hc could thus express all these 
situations and feelings through svaras with such 
accomplishment that while listening to the 
performance a visual image would be created in 
the mind of the listener. Due to this uniqc 
characteristic of his Si e he gained a high 
position among musicians. 

His voice comprised of almost all the 
qualities, described in Sastra, such as 
‘madhurata’ (melodiousness), ‘slaksnata’ 
(continiuity), ‘loca’ (flexibility combined with 
tenderness), ‘anudhvani’ (resonance), 
‘gambhirata’ (profundity), ‘’rafijakata” 
(colounng), ’komalata’ (softness), ‘ghanata’ 
(density and volume^ ‘tristhanavyapti’ 
(effortless moving in the three registers) etc., 
and he acquired miraculous control over breath 
through practice. In his youth he could sustain a 
single note for more than 2 minutes. The listners 
in Europe had compared his voice to that of 
Caruso, the Italian singer, a voice which was 
considered never to be heard again. It is a fact 
that Panditji ’s audience consisted of laymen and 
musicians and even in his performances of 
classical music he captivated the hearts of all

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alike. The credit of much of it goes to his voice. 
Sangitarauiakara states

that the quality of voice due to which Raga 
is fully expressed even without practice, is bom 
with ‘ Sari ra ’ (body) and hence i t is called ‘ Sari ra ’ 
(inborn good voice). Panditji was blessed with 
Susarira' and through practice he made it, to 
quote the words of Sangitarauiakara, ‘ayatta’ 
(under one's control). 

His style was a beautiful blending of the 
main characteristics of important gharanas of 
Khyal-singing. His style contained correctness 
of notes, alapa, boltan, simple and curved tans, 
gamakadar (tans with forceful strokes of other 
notes on the main notes) and ‘danedar tans (tans 
in which each note is very clear), clarity of notes 
even in tans with intricate pattern and rhythm, 
variety of ‘tihayis’ (a part of the composition or 
svara-phrase employed thrice), clear and correct 
pronunciation of words and a balance of the 
three qualities of sound, viz., pitch, intensity 
and timbre. He made his style more expressive 
and emotional by giving'kaku’ (intonation) its 
due place. The technical and emotional aspects 
of music were equally balanced in his style. 

On the one hand he created the image of a 
Raga using just a few notes while on the oilier 
he, sometimes, elaborate a Raga with Alapa for 
two hours or more with ever-changing svara- 
pattems and emotions and thereby making the 
audience completely absorbed in music. The 
climax of ‘bhava’ and ‘ananda’ could be 
experienced in his rendering of devotional songs 
which blended the classical and non-classical 
styles. The audience was swept away in the 
stream of devotion and music. Through his 
2 S. R., 3. 82 


imagination he enriched his Guru’s style of 
rendering devotional songs. Even a single 
devotional song from among ‘jog! mata ja’, 
‘maiya mori main nahln makhana khayo’, ‘re 
dina kaisc kali hain’ ‘chadariya ramanama 
rasabhlnl’, ‘kanhaiya nava karo mori para’ sung 
by him is sufficient to immortalize his music. On 
several occassions his songs brought tears of 
joy among thousands of his listeners. 

Pandit Omkamathji had developed a 
characteristic style of singing ‘ Vande Mataram’ 
in which notes employed by him gave life to each 
word and manifested die ‘svarupa’ of the mother 
and created a unique atmosphere of patriotism. 
Reacting to liis first performance of this song at 
the Calcutta session of the All India Congress 
Committee the public and the press expressed 
that had Bankimchandra been alive he would 
have 'lifted him on his shoulders' 

Music is said to be a universal language. The 
universal character lies in its capacity to express 
bhavas even without employing words and if 
words arc there music becomes a medium of 
expressing emotions and their fine shades 
attached with the primary meaning of the words. 
Panditji proved the presence ofthischaracteristic 
in Indian music. This was possible for him for 
he knew well what notes convey what bhava. He 
had full command over notes. There were many 
occassions in India and abroad when he 
performed before the audience consisting of 
foreign composers, performers, musicians and 
other listeners. Though they did not understand 
the meaning of the words, their experience 
corresponded to the meaning of the text of the 
song and the emotions expressed by Panditji. 

In the field of operas two experiments arc 
monumental. One of them was the music 
composed for the selected pieces from die 
original text of the epic, ‘KamayanI’ of 
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Jayashankara Prasad, the noted Hindi poet and 
writer. The other was a unique and even more 
difficult experiment than the previous one. For 
this, he took selected pieces from a prose drama- 
‘Kamana’ by the same author and composed it 
in the form of an opera. Both these were staged 
by the students of the Music College in Banaras 
Hindu University. The litteratcurcs and literary 
critics, commenting on the first said that only 
after hearing this musical rendering they could 
fully experience the real meaning of 
‘Kamayani’. The meanings and emotions which 
could not be expressed through the words were 
now made manifest by the music employed by 
Panditji and the acting inspired by that music. 
The delightful and thrilling experience of the 
‘triveni-sarigama’ of ‘svara’ (music), ‘sabda’ 
(literature) and ‘abhinaya’ (acting) in these 
operas is remembered by the connoisseurs of 
music, literature and drama even today. 

The compositions of Panditji in various 
forms such as khyal, dhrupad, dhamar etc., 
under the pen-name of ‘Pranavarang’, prove 
him as a ‘Vaggeyakara’ (poet composer) par 
excellence. The secret of his excellence as a 
composer lies in the fact that he possessed 
almost all llic qualities of a Vaggeyakara 
described in Indian musical treatises. 

The experiments conducted by him on 
plants, animals and human beings to investigate 
and examine the psychological effect and the 
therapeutical value of Raga reveals the 
researcher in him. By employing the notes of 
Kafi he pacified an extremely fierce lion, newly 
brought in Lahore zoo. He not only succeeded 
in calming it but in the the eyes of die animal 
showed signs oflove and it tried to stroke him 
gently with its claws. By singing a specific 
form of Hindustani Bhairavi to plants in Sir 
Jagadischandra Basu’s laboratory he succeeded 


in making the plant look ver\ cheerful and 
thereby helped it in its growth. B- rendering the 
alapa of Puriya (employing Komi a Dhaivata) in 
Mandra and Madhya registe s, with two 
tamburas tuned to Suddha Gandl ira and Sudha 
Nisada respectively he succe ;fully treated 
many patients suffering from in somnia and 
through Devagiri Bilavala and Gauda-Saranga 
cured those suffering from low blood pressure. 

He was the first Indian musician to represent 
India at an International Music Conference. In 
1933 he attended the Conference at Florence and 
impressed large audiences in Europe with his 
music. Through his concerts in India, Nepal, 
Afghanistan and Europe he earned name, fame 
and wealth but used to attribute the credit to his 
Guru. 

In North India it was the time when music 
was considered to be an occupation of low kind, 
musicians were treated with contempt in the 
society and children belonging to respectable 
families were not allowed to take training in 
music. Panditji’s Guru, Pi. Vishnu digambar 
Paluskar, had dedicated his life to this sacred 
cause of elevating musicians to a respectable 
position in the society. Panditji’s life shows that 
he also dedicated himself to the same cause 
although his way of carrying out the work was 
of a different nature. Sometimes his firm and 
sharp attitude, self-respect and straightforward 
nature were taken to be failures and some even 
considered him to be an egoist. But it should be 
remembered that the strong attitude adopted by 
him on several occassions was not for personal 
reasons but for the cause for which his Guru and 
he himself had struggled. 

He was conferred many titles and special 
honours in India and abroad by various 
institutions and persons but he considered the 
love, affection and appreciation showered on 
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him by his audiences as the greatest honour. He 
expressed his acceptance of this honour by 
infusing more life into his music. His 
performances were listened to with rapt 
attention, a feature very rare in Indian concerts. 

As a good leachcrhis talents are well-known 
among his students and people closely 
connected with him. He was proficient in 
leaching intricate, difficult and fine musical 
phrases in such a simple manner that the students 
could learn them without much difficulty. He 
had evolved a new systematic and easy method 
of teaching which proved to be very succcssfull. 
Music training has been imparted accordingly in 
the Music College started and run under his 
Principalship (now the Faculty of Performing 
Arts) of the Banaras Hindu University. This 
was the first Music College started in an Indian 
University which is a living monument of 
Panditji that has Produced good musicians, 
teachers and researchers. 

The musicological sections of 
‘Sangitanjali ', series prepared as text books for 
practical music, and ‘Pranava-bharati’ bear 
testimony to his musicological studies. 

The writer of this article had the good 
fortune of being his student and getting training 
in vocal music from him for more than 5 years, 
of being closely associated with him, of 
receiving fatherly love and affection from him, 
of listening to many of his concerts and having 
direct experience ol his musical 
accomplishments, of assisting him in many of 
his publicatioas and of perceiving personally 
many rare qualities in him. Hence it will not be 
out of place to mention here the most luminous 
aspect of his music. 

The highest aim of music is described as 
‘sadhana’ of ‘bhukti’ (enjoyment) and ‘mukti’ 


(liberation). The practical aspect of ‘bhukti’ is 
enjoyment of ‘ananda’ and of ‘mukti’ is that of 
liberation from ‘raga-dvesa’. Panditji had been 
in a state of ‘bhukti ’ and ‘mukti ’ during many of 
his performances in the sense that he 
experienced bliss and was free from pleasures 
and pains during those moments. He carried the 
minds of the audience to a level where the 
distinction between ‘sva’ and ‘para’ disappears, 
where the awareness of one's existence is 
completely lost, where the stage of complete 
‘tatasthya’ (detachment) and ‘tadatmya’ 
(identification) is achieved, where the ‘sattvika- 
bhavas’ such as ‘asru’ (tears), ‘pulaka’ (thrill), 
‘svarabheda’ (changes in voice due to emotions) 
etc. appear, where the wordly experiences of 
pleasure and pain disappear and perfect bliss 
pervades stage of

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Sangeet Rai Anushtup Chakravarti Bhava Bhatt : 
An Extraordinary Personality in The Field of Music 


Many great masters of Mediaeval age have 
left an indcliablc impression in the field of music 
and most of them are very well known to us but 
there are also some oilier genius masters of this 
age whom we do not know and we remain un- 
introduccd with their extraordinary personality 
and marvelous achievement. Pandit Bhava 
Bhatt, a Profound scholar of music, a man of ex- 
traordinary personality, is one of these promi- 
nent figures. 

Bhava Bhatt is generally recognised as a 
writer of his three partly published books 
namely, Anoop Sangeet Vilas, Anoop Sangeet 
Ratnakar and Anoop Sangcctankush, but the 
fact is that he has written eighteen Lakshya 
Lakshana Moolak Vishishla Grandias (Special 
books of Music) and such a large number of 
books written by a single writer is a landmark in 
the history of music till this age. In this context 
the titles and adjectives which have been 
awarded (added with his name) to Bhava Bhatt 
and which are also the symbol of his genius, are 
worth to be noticed. For example, Vaggcyakar 
(Master in the Composition of Dhalu & Matu) 
Sangeet Rai (Specialist of all the three branches 
of music namely vocal. Instrumental and dance), 
Anushtup Chakravarti (Master in the Composi- 
tion of Sanskrit Poetry), Sakai Kalavant (Repre- 
sentative Vocalist as well as Composer of 
Dhruvapad), Vartman Pravartak (Founder of the

rules and regulations of his contemporary La- 
kshya Sangeet), Tan Yoga Pravartak (Founder 
of the Special function of tans in music) Brah- 
marshi (The Worshipped person in the form of a 
great man) 1 Besides this credit also goes to 
Bhava Bhatt for being the founder of Kathak 
Nritya along with the other different forms of 
Indian Classical dances . 2 Seeing all this, it seems 
that being a lop class musicologist, Bhava Bhatt 
was also a top class ‘Vaggcyakar’, Agrani 
Kalavant’ (Representative vocalist as well as 
Composer of Dhruvapad), Prakash Stambha 
(Like a pole-light for showing the way to other 
musicians of his time) and in real sense a leading 
& perfect music personality of his age. Many 
learned persons of post Bhava Bhatt period like 
Savai Pratap Singh Deo as well as some great 
thinkers of music of modem era like Pandit Bhat 
Khande and Acharya Brihaspati have also 
quoted the name of Bhava Bhatt in many impor- 
tant musical references and the sense in which 
they have mentioned his name also supports him 
for being a great genius person. It is very natural 
to have a keen desire to know such a tallcnted 
man of extraordinary personality and great gen- 
ius. 

Place, Time and Short Introduction : 

Bhava Bhatt came into existence in such a 
period when Mughal king Aurangjcb was ruling 
over the country. Aurangjcb always protested 
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music and never provided any kind of royal 
support to music during his regime. Although, it 
is undoubtedly true that his haired for music was 
not of such a kind as it is generally presumed. It 
has also been proved on the basis of some new 
research works that he was a well versed vina 
player. 3 Even then of the basis of a large number 
of evidences, it can be said that his altitude 
towards music was negative in all respects, 
keeping in view the period of the reign of Au- 
rangjcb i.c. 1658-1727 A.D. and the period of 
Bhava Bhatt i.c. 1668-1709 A.D. it can very 
easily be guessed that both of them were contem- 
poraries of each other. In such an era when there 
was no royal support to music, the recognition of 
music as well as musician was impossible and 
somehow if it couid be possible, it was a hard nut 
to crack. In such an atmosphere the situation 
which would have been prevalent at that time 
needs no comment. As it has truly, been said in 
Hindi ”f^R WDTT fePT Wit” “Jin Khoja Tin 

Paiyan....” Despite of all these anti-situations, 
Bhava Bhatt made the way clear for himself to 
work in the field of music and it was also a good 
chance for him that he got the royal support of 
Maharaja Anoop Singh of Bikaner state who 
was associated with Aurangjeb. Maharaja 
Anoop Singh, like his father Maharaja Karan 
Singh, was brave, religious and lover of an and 
education. Maharaja Anoop Singh became the 
supporter of the great musician Pandit Bhava 
Bhatt and also established a library of interna- 
tional repute named, ‘Anoop Sanskrit Library’. 
The aforesaid facts show his great devotion and 
true love for art, culture and education. 

The roll of hcriditary effect of Bhava Bhatt 


in the form of his musical background was not 
less strong. Pandit Tan Bhatt was his grand 
father and it is said about him that he was famous 
in South India with the name of Tanappa (Chan- 
drashekhar Tanappa) who was the Dadaguru 
(Father of teacher) of Pandit Bayankat Makhi. 4 
He was also a learned scholar of music. On the 
other hand his father, Pandit Janardan Bhatt was 
a prominent and honoured musicologist and mu- 
sician as well, of the court of the Mughal king, 
Shaha Jahan. 5 

Although Pandit Bhava Bhatt, While intro- 
ducing himself with the title of Swatma Bhava 
Prakash had told himself an inhabitant of 
Dhaulpur (Situated somewhere in Rajasthan), 
yet on the basis of the availability of the evi- 
dences, it can be said that he was originally a 
Tailang Bhatt Brahman of Andhra Pradesh and 
later on his family migrated to northern India. 6 
The great thinkers like Pandit Bhat Khande and 
Acharya Brihaspati have also mentioned that 
Bhava Bhatt belonged to South India. 7 

Name list of the books of Bhava Bhatt : 

After a thorough check up of his books 
which are available at present and their records 
available in different libraries, the names of his 
eighteen Granthas, Which have come to our 
notice, are as under:- 

1. Anoop Sangeet Vilas, 2. Anoop Sangect 
Ratnakar, 3. Anoop Sangeet Ankush, 4. Anoop 
Sangect Vartman, 5. Anoop Raga Sagar, 6. 
Kutapadhyaya, 7. Gamak Manjari, 8. Gamak 
Manjari Tccka, 9. Geet Govind Teeka, 10. Geet 
Lakshana, 11. Naslnoddisht Prabodhak 
Dhraupad Tccka, 12. Murli Prakash, 13. Raga 
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Mala, 14. Raga Vivck, 15. Swara Lakshana, 16. 
Sapta Khand Mcru, 17. Sangcct Chandrika, 18. 
Sangcct Rainakar Andhri Bhasha Teeka. 

It is worth to be noticed that some of these 
Granthas of Bhava Bhatt arc bigger than 
‘Sangcct Ratnakar’ Written by Pandit Shamg 
Deo. For example- ‘Anoop Sangcct Vilas’ and 
‘Anoop Sangcct Ratnakar’ arc just double of 
‘Sangcct Ratnakaronthc basisofthc numbersof 
Shlokas written in these books. 

Some records are also found regarding the 
name list of the books of Bhava Bhatt which are 
full of confussion. For example, one manuscript 
has been found with the name of ‘Bhava 
Manjari ’ and at least in most of the records it has 
been presented as a full book of Bhava Bhatt but 
after a deep study of this ancient manuscript it 
has come to our notice that this manuscript, 
bearing the name of ‘Bhava Manjari * is not the 
name of anyone of the Granthas of Bhava Bhatt 
but it is merely a chapter on dance of one of his 
books named, ‘Anoop Sangcciankush’ which is 
in Seven chapters and the transcribers have 
described this manuscript in the form of a book 
of Bhava Bhatt a confusing name ‘Bhava 
Manjari’. It is worth to be mentioned here that 
with the removal of the confusion regarding the 
name of Bhava Manjari’ as Grantha of Bhava 
Bhatt, this confusion also remains no more that 
the chapter of dance of ‘Anoop Sangcct ankush’ 
is not available in Anoop Sanskrit Library. 

Availability of the Granthas of Bhava Bhatt : 

The published part of the books of Bhava 
Bait is too less and confusing to be counted as a 
published material. Thus, the availability of the 


books'of Bhava Bhatt is found originally in the 
form of ancient manuscripts. The main center of 
these manuscripts is Anoop Sanskrit Library of 
Bikaner State where most of the Granthas of 
Bhava Bhatt are found and it is also natural 
because this place has been the shelter of Bhava 
Bhatt. Besides this, few copies of these manu- 
scripts are also found in Bharat Kala Bhavan, 
B.H.U. /Varanasi, Raghunath Tamplc state li- 
brary/Jammu & Kashmir, Savai Mansingh sec- 
ond musium/Jaipure and Rajkiya palace library'/ 
Tanjorc. 

Some Granthas of Special Characteristics : 
In this connection, it is interesting to Point 
out that most of die Granthas of Bhava Bhatt, 
starting with the name of ‘Anoop’, arc of special 
type of structure. For example, the Granthas like 
‘Anoop Sangeet Vilas’ and ‘Anoop Sangee- 
tankush’ have been written on the basis of the 
Structure of Saptadhyaycc of Pandit Shamg 
Deo. ‘Anoop Sangeet Ratnakar’ has been writ- 
ten in nine chapters. In this book besides the 
seven chapters of ‘Sangcct Ratnakar’ on 
‘Swara’ (Musical notes) etc. two additional 
Chapters have also been added in the end of the 
book. The 8th chapter has been written on drama 
i.c. ‘Natakadhyaya’ and the 9th chapter has been 
written on ‘Rasa’ i.e. ‘Rasadhyaya’. ‘Anoop 
Raga Sagar’ consists of twelve chapters. In the 
first eight chapters, there is a systematic descrip- 
tion of the Ragasofeight times of a day and in the 
9th chapter, there is a description of the Raga of 
‘Brahmand Puran’. Establishment of ‘Swara’ 
(Musical notes) on the wires of Vina has been 
given in the 10th chapter and ‘Yagyan Na- 
madhari’ eighty four Ragas have been described

in the 1 1th chapter. There is description of spe- 
cial type of 41 Ragas, famous in ‘Lakahya’ in the 
12th and the last chapter. In the same way, the 
Grantha (Anoop Sangcct Vartman’ has been 
divided in six headings namely, ‘Swara’, 
‘Raga’, ‘Prakimaka’, ‘Vadya’ ‘Tala’, and ‘Nri- 
tya’ (Dance). The writer has not given a place to 
the chapter of ‘Prabandha’ in this book which 
looks some what unexpected but keeping in 
view the name of the book, it looks to be fit and 
matching. It can be understood very easily if we 
put a glance over the word ‘vartman’ which has 
been added with the name of the book, the main 
aim of the Granlhakar has been to describe the 
‘Lakshya Sangeet’ of that time in this book. It 
Seems that the tradition of ‘Prabandha’ had 
come to an end in the period of Bhava Bhatt and 
as a result of which he would have left ‘Pra- 
bandha’ in this book which is centralised in 
‘Vartman’. 

Style and language of books : 

Bhava Bhatt bas been originally a writer of 
Sanskrit Language. The use of Braj Hindi is seen 
only on a few places in his books and on such 
type of places, the examples of the compositions 
of Dhruvapad and definitions of some musical 
terms or the material for dealing with a new 
subject mainly come in picture. While dealing 
with new subject matters, the writer has made a 
proper use of Hindi language for making the 
subject familiar and this is the symbol of the 
sharpness of his mind. In fact, the use of a 
language other than Sanskrit for a writer of 
Sanskrit tradition is not something new because 
such type of use of language is also visible in 
many books of music like Bharata’s ‘Natya 


shastra’ which were written prior to him. 

All the books of Bhava Bhatt have been 
written in the form of shloka and cxcetpt some 
places, ‘ Anushtup chhanda’ has been used every 
where in his books. The meters like ‘Shardul 
Vikridita’, ‘Rathoddhata’ or ‘Sragdhara’ have 
been used on a few places only. 

The notable aspect of the style of Bhava 
Bhatt is that at the time of dealing with any 
subject, he always quotes the ancient writers 
both from south and north and he also pays them 
full respect and honour on suitable places but at 
the same time he does not hesitate to criticise 
their statements which are full of mistakes and 
confussion. For exampl, he has very clearly 
commented upon pandit Ahobal as he has pre- 
sented an imperfect description of Raga 
‘Gurjari’. He says, 

: ? ’ (Taken from Ragadhyaya 

of ‘Anoop Sangeet Vilas’, Published book, 
Page- 124) Bhava Bhatt has offered this com- 
ment in connection with all the aspects of Raga 
‘Gurjari’ which were examined by him. He has 
also clarified that this description of Raga 
‘Gurjari’ of Ahobal is totally incomplete. In the 
same way his comments upon the imaginative 
materials given in the contemporary books of 
‘Rag Mala’ are also worth to be seen. He writes 
'TFT FTTF T^: cbqWtrMdl ^ T 
did I (Taken from Ragadhyaya 

of ‘Anoop Sangcct Ratnakar*, published book, 
Page- 16), He has adopted the comparative style 
in the interpretation of different subjects and in 
the last he has given his own decision by saying 

Swamate’ (in my own opinion), '^4 
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iT^frfT ‘I yam Madukti’ (This is my statement) 
etc. anti thus, he clarifies the matter by his own 
decision. 

One of the special features of the style of 
interpretation of Bhava Bhatt is that he touches 

% 

all the points comming under a subject and 
interprates it as a whole. For example, while 
giving an interpratation of a particular Raga, he 
has clearly mentioned die ‘Lakshana’ (Symp- 
tom) of the Raga, examples of different kinds of 
Alapa, Dhyana, of that Raga, Important notes on 
the Raga and in the end he also gives some 
examples of the compositions of Dhruvapad 
relating to that Raga. 

Subject matter of the books : 

Regarding the subject matter of books, die 
ideas which have been expressed by the audior 
before starting to write the Granthas, arc worth 
to be noticed. To quote his own words. 

(Taken from swaradhyaya of ‘Anoop 
Sangcet Vilas’, published book, Page- 10) 

Keeping in view the quotation as mentioned 
above, it is fully clear that Bhava Bhatt has 
accepted music in the same way as has been 
defined by Shamg Deo “TRT cjT?j cfSTT ^ 

(i4ld^4c)” “Gectam Vadyam Tatha Nrillam 
Tayam Sangcctamuchyate” in all its three re- 
spects i.e. vocal, instrumental and dance and 
according to that he has interpreted all die three 
branches of music (Vocal, Instrumental and 
Dance). The audior has also clarified widi the 


medium of his Shloka that his books arc full of 
the qualities of poetry and, therefore are also 
beneficial for poets. As a matter of fact, his 
aforesaid statement is according to the titles of 
‘Sangect Rai’, ‘Anushtup Chakravarti’ which 
have been awarded to him. 

Some interesting and important places of his 
books : 

It has been noticed by various survey that 
full material of the Granthas of Bhava Bhatt is 
useful from the musical point of view and per- 
haps on account of this. Pandit Bhat Khande had 
proposed that the study of all the books of Bhava 
Bhatt would be compulsory for a profound 
scholar of music. 8 Due to the shortage of place in 
this magazine, it is not possible to mention here 
all such important and interesting places of his 
books therefore, some selected interesting 
places are: 1. Shruti (Microlonc) -Observation 
regarding swara. 2. Observation of different 
systems of classification of Ragas alongwidi 
‘Raga Raganga’ system and other different sci- 
entific systems. 3. Observation of ‘Kutap’ and 
‘Vrinda’. 4. Two types of Lakshanas of 
Dhruvapad and examples of the compositions of 
Dhruvapad, 5. Some important notes on dance 
etc. All these subjects, which arc important from 
musical point of view, arc cither totally new and 
have got a place in the books of Bhava Bhatt for 
the first lime or they have been interpreted by hin 
for die first time. 

1. His statement regarding value of shrutics 
(Microtoncs) is of greater importance. He says, 
‘The value of shrutics is non-equal instead of 
being equal.’ He has also proved this fact by the 
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establishment of shrutics of the wires of Vina. 10 
The disclosure of this mystery by Bhava Bhatt 
regarding exact value of Shruti has a special 
importance in the field of music because the 
confussion which has been regarding value of 
shrutics till this time is now removed by this fact. 

Shrutisahkrit swara slhapana, establishment 
of microtoned musical notes on the wires of Vina 
is a new as well as minute experiment by the 
writer. Under this experiment, he has fixed the 
places of 22 Shruties in all the three saptakas and 
thereafter on the basis of placement of 22 shru 
tics, he has established sa, re, ga, ma, pa, dha, ni, 
these seven musical notes upon them in all the 
three Saptakas." In this connection it is wonh to 
be mentioned that opinion of Bhava Bhatt re- 
garding linear and Geometrical value of shruti 
and swara, as has been fixed by him, is much 
similar to that of pandit OmkarnathThakur. On 
the basis of ‘Shruti Sahakril’ experiment done 
by the writer, the important result which comes 
out is that our ancient arrangement of shruti and 
swara is always immortal and scientific. In this 
context this experiment of Bhava Bhatt will be 
proved very useful for us in understanding the 
principles of shruti and swara. It is worth to be 
noticed that such kind of experiment of ‘Shruti 
sahakrit swara sthapana’ (Establishment of 
musical notes along with the microtoncs) is not 
found in any other book of medieval age. 

2. There can be two groups of the achieve- 
ments of Bhava Bhatt regarding Classification 
of Ragas. (A) The self-interprated subjects of the 
classification of Ragas of Bhava Bhatt can be put 
under this group. For example on the basis of 84 


names of ‘Yagyan’ (classification of Ragas on 
the basis of the name of die Yagyan) and classi- 
fications of the Ragas of ‘ Raga Ragang ’ system . 
(B) Under this group, die writer has described 
various pre-established and popular system of 
the classification of Ragas like ‘Raga Ragini’ 
tradition, ‘Mela’ tradition and the tradition of the 
classification of Ragas based on Time period etc. 
He has also given an interpretation of die com- 
pamtivc study of the different systems of the 
classification of Ragas of his own and put them 
in a systematic manner. 

One important thing, which is worth to be 
underlined in connection with die ‘Raga Ra- 
gang’, system, is that till this it has been agreed 
by all that this system of, ‘Raga Ragang’ is the 
achievement of 20 th century whereas the fact is 
that on the basis of the original composition of 
the Ragas, the system of ‘Raga Ragang’ which is 
scientific and completely applicable in itself, 
had been originated in the medieval age and 
pandit Bhava Bhatt himself was die founder of 
this system. He has integrated the aforesaid 
system in the chapters of Raga in ‘Anoop 
Sangcet Vilas’ and ‘Anoop Sangcet Ratnakar’ 
respectively. 12 Under these chapters, he has 
taken 1 8 main Ragas like ‘Kanhara’ etc., and de- 
scribed 158 Ragas of the same origin. Giving a 
hint towards the progressive nature of this clas- 
sification of Raga, lie has also clarified that an 
additional class of new ‘Raga Ragang’ may be 
made when new Ragas are introduced. Now the 
question arises as to how and when this system 
which had been given much importance even by 
Bhava Bhatt himself, disappeared after an inter- 
val of time? This is a topic which requires warm 
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discussion and as such will be considered sepa- 
rately. But alter the examination of facts it can be 
undoubtedly said that a new invention of ‘Raga 
Ragang’ system had not been made in 20ih cen- 
tury but it come again into existence as well as 
put into practice in 20th century after a long gap 
of time. 


3. Bhava Bhatt has discussed ‘ Vrinda’ (Or- 
chestra) in detail. He has written a separate book 
on this particular subject named ‘Kuta- 
padhyaya’ in which, starting from the ‘ Kutap’ of 
‘Natyashastra’ uptothe ‘Vrinda’ ofhisownagc, 
he has discussed the full development of ‘Kutap’ 
and ‘Vrinda’ and also their changing concepts 
from time to time in systematic way. This 
achievement of Bhava Bhatt will not only be 
helpful for us in understanding the history of 
‘Vrinda’ but will also be helpful in enriching the 
practical portion of our ‘Vrinda Vadan’ (Or- 
chestra). 


4. References of ‘Prabandha’, ‘Vastu’, 

‘Roopak’, ‘Geel’, ‘Geya’, ‘Dhruvapad’, 

‘Padya’, ‘Kriti’, ‘Tillane’, ‘Kavya’, ‘kavitla’, 

‘Kavita’, ‘Gili’, etc. are found in the books of 

Bhava Bhatt under the tradition of ‘Prabandha’. 

It is known from a comparative study that it is a 

record number of the different varieties of Pra- 

bandha ‘used by anyone writer of medieval 
age. 4 * * * * * * * * 13 Despite of using different varieties of ‘Pra- 

bandha’ he has given special place to Dhruvapad 
in his books. We arc well acquainted with the 

famous definition of dhruvapad of Bhava Bhatt 
i.e. 


‘jMut JTSZJ&fal *TM 


In fact, this is the definition of 

‘Geya Dhruvapad’ in words of Bhava Bhatt and 
it is known to all that this definition is more com- 
plete in itself than the otherdefinitions which arc 
found in the books of music. Definition of other 
writers are incomplete to be compared with the 
definition of Bhava Bhatt. Besides this, he has 
also defined ‘Nritya Sahakrit Dhruvapad. As a 
matter of fact, it has been a confussion till this 
time that the definition of ‘Nritya Sahakrit 
Dhruvapad i.e. 5^4^...’ ‘Giyamanc 

Dhruvapad’ or 'RFDTtoszjtsffa TOI...', 

‘Prayasho madhya Deshiya Bhashya’ is of some 
other writer but it is now very clear from the 
survey of the original books that this definition 
is also the achievement of Bhava Bhatt. 14 

The second great contribution of Bhava 
Bhatt in connection with Dhruvapad is the vast 
collection of the compositons of Dhruvapad 
which are found in his books. Some of these 
composition of Dhruvapad presented in the form 
of examples along with the different ragas, have 
been composed by Bhava Bhatt himself and 
other compositions are found with the names of 
different composers of ancient age such as .. 
Copal, Baiju, Tansen, Dhondhi, Janardan Bhatt, 
Jagannath Kavirai etc. This rich collection of 
near about 700 compositions of Dhruvapad is 
important from musical, poctrical and historical 
point of view. 

5. References of ‘Swara Nritya’, ‘Ashtapadi 
Nritya’, Entrance of nartaki (Female dancer) in 
the ‘Rangabhoomi’, ‘Panchanga Prayaoga 
Vidhi ’ etc. alongwith the special varieties of 
dance and drama arc specially worth to be no- 
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ticcd in the books of Bhava Bhatt. On One side 
he has observed the pre-established ‘Swara Nri- 
tya’ and ‘Ashtopadi Nritay’ in their changing 
phase and on the olherside, his treatment of 
‘KatakshaBhada’ is completely new in itself. He 
drawn a heart touching poetrical picture of the 
acting of the three kinds of ‘Kataksha’ i.c. 
‘Shweta Drishti’, ‘Shyama Drishti’ and ‘Shwcta 
Shayama Drishti’. One example of ‘Shwctu 
Drishti ’ as observed by him is given below in his 
own word and language. 15

It means, after taking the bath, catching the 
bunch of her hai rs in her own hands, standing on 
the roof of her own residence, this winsom lady 
(heroin ‘Naika’) whose eyes arc as beautiful as 
the eyes of a female deer, is again and again 
watering and growing with her vision the tree of 
Cupid (The Cupid has been described by the 
writer as a tree ‘Kamataru’) like the steady 
waves of the ocean of milk, who has been de- 
stroyed with the light of the third eye of God 
Shiva, situated on his forechead. In the same way 
the scholar has also presented a beautiful picture 
of the acting of the other two kinds of ‘katadsha’. 

Important Points Regarding His Personality 
and Achievements : 

It becomes fully clear from the descriptions 
as mentioned above that Bhava Bhatt has viewed 
music as a whole. Keeping in view the popular 
dclinition of music of Shamg Deo, he has ac- 


cepted all the three branches of music (Gcet, 
Vadya and Nritya) as a whole. He has also given 
much imponancc to that part of music which is 
related with ‘Swara’, ‘Tala’, and ‘Pada’. In other 
words we can say that on one side he has consid- 
ered all die three branches of music (Vocal, 
instrumental and dance) as a whole and on the 
olherside he has also given much importance to 
that part of music which is related widi ‘Swara’ 

. Tala’ and Pada’. Sense of honour for the an- 
cients and sense of responsibility for new is the 
speciality of his own. His attempt of relating 
ancients with modem and nonh with south is the 
symbol of musical prosperity and imotional 
integrity and therefore, is wordi to be wor- 
shipped from these two points of view. Seeing 
his books like ‘ Anoop Sangect vartman’ and his 
title of ‘Vartman Pravartak’ (Added widi his 
name), it scents that he has been fully conscious 
for matching practical and theoretical aspects 
with each other and at the same time like a 
vigilant Musical Personality of his own age, he 
has performed the important task of defining 
properly the various tradition of music and their 
terms. 

Kecpinginvicw his widervicwofmusic and

his achievement of writing 18 special books on 
music which arc very interesting and full of 
important material of music, it has to be said in 
connection with the introduction of his personal- 
ity and marvelous achievements that Bhava 
Bhatt is not merely an ordinary man but is an 
institution of music and Perhaps on account of 
these great achievements, llic titles which have 
been awarded to him, have become a record in 
the field o f music. 
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It was a short introduction of the personality 4. 
and achievements of Bhava Bhatt. His full intro- 
duction can be made only after a thorough study 
of all of his works. We should never forget that 
like education, art and other subjects, the roots of 
our music have also been deeply attached with 
our rich ancient traditions. In this context, it 
would not be out of point to quote these lines of 
late Maha Devi Verma which were published in 
Hindi ‘Dainik Jagaran’ (Visheshank) of 23rd 
March, 1986. English version of her statement is 
given bclow:- 

Today the people consider the traditions of 
past to be of old opinion and full of orthodox but 
perhaps they don’t know that those who do not 
have a past, do not have a future too. The root of 
the tree is not visible but it bears die load of the 
tree as a whole. Down fall of die leaves, flowers, 
Fruits, all come upon the branches of tree but 
who is the base? Would it all be possible if the 
root docs not take care of die tree, and thus, how 
will a man look the dream of future life who 
doesn’t have a past .
